OTTAWA, Sept. 15 (AP)—A 
general speed-up to meet de- 
mands for arming Gen. Dwight 
Eisenhower's forces was reported 
, to have been urged on the North 


Atlantice Treaty Organization 
Council in secret session today by 
Secretary of State Dean Acheson. 

Acheson was said to have used 
blunt terms to describe the imme- 
diate needs of the NATO supreme 
commander's forces. 

It was obvious Acheson spoke 
out on advice from Eisenhower 
himself. 

Eisenhower's report on what he 
meeds and how quickly is con- 
tained in a top secret committee 
report that will be threshed over 
next week. 

An informed source said Ache- 
son told a secret meeting of the 
12-nation Council “the time is 
running short.” 

The disclosure of the Acheson 
talk came as the Council decided 
to have a night session in an 
effort to conclude its review of 
the world situation on its opening 
day here. It ‘will be in position 
then to begin discussion Monday 
on an eight-point agenda adopted 
this afternoon at the first closed- 
door session. 

The council president, Paul Van 
Zeeland of Belgium, warned the 
Council earlier that war may 
come before the Atlantic defense 
force is ready unless delays and 


“We are still a long way off 
our objective,” Van Zeeland de- 
Clared as he opened the Coun- 
cil’s seventh session in the cham- 
“ber of Canada’s House of Com- 
mons. 

“Enormous Task Remains.” 

“We feel the critical moment 
approaching -at which the scales 
of fate will turn irrevocably to- 
ward peace or war,” he said. 
“That is why we continually turn 
an eye on the delays, on the de- 
ficiencies, and on the enormous 
task which remains to be accom- 
plished.” .

WASHINGTON, Sept. 15—The 
extraordinary manner in which 
the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration handled the $565,000 
loan applications of American 
Lithofold Corp. of St. Louis, after 
the firm employed, Democratic 
National Chairman William M. 
Boyle Jr., was described today to 


| investigating Senators. 


Principai witnesses were Ernest 
B. Howard, who was chief of the 
business loan division of RFC, 
and Rufus G. Dickinson, veteran 
RFC ‘examiner. 

They told of the complete by- 
passing of regular reviewing pro- 
cedures when the RFC board sud- 
denly reversed itself.and granted 
loans to the St. Louis printing 
firm, after having rejected the 
application three times before. 


Three Days After Call. 


The loan was granted exactly 
two weeks after Boyle went on 
the Lithofold payroll at $500 a 
month and just three days after 
the date on which a witness has 
testified Boyle telephoned Hurley 
Hise, then RFC chairman, to in- 
quire about the application. 

The hearing by the Senate per- 
manent investigating committee, 
headed by Senator Clyde R. Hoey 
(Dem.), North Carolina, will con- 
tinue Monday. Boyle and his for- 
mer law partner, Max Siskind, 
who have received $14,500 in fees 
from American Lithofold, will be 
called to testify, Senator Richard 
Nixon (Rep.), California, said. 

“Under no 
Nixon said, “could we fail now to 
call Boyle and Siskind as wit- 
nesses.” 

Evidence of “Gratuities”. 

Senator Karl Mundt (Rep.), 
South Dakota, said the commit- 
tee has evidence of “gratuities 
far greater than a five-day ya- 
cation.” 


Mundt made the statement be- | @ 


fore asking Howard if he had 
ever received any gifts from 
American Lithofold. 

“We have evidence in this file,” 
Mundt said, “that some of the 
people in this picture got gratui- 
ties far greater than a five-day 
vacation.” 

He was referring to the free va- 
cation which Oliver R. Kraft, as- 


sistane manager of the St. Louis | 


RFC office, testifie: he accepted 
from R. J. Blauner, president of 
the printing firm. Kraft was 
fired by W. Stuart Symington, 
director of RFC, a few hours aft- 
er Kraft left the witness stan. 
Howard, in response to Senator 
Mundt’s questions, said he re- 
ceived a quart of liquor from 
John E. Toole, Lithofold’s treas- 
urer, in 1945, long before filing 
of the loan application. Later his 
“gratuities” consisted only of 
being taken to lunch by Toole. 
Howard, now assistant chief of 


'the loan branch and an RFC em- 


ploye for 19 years, said the iiquor 
and meals—three or four lunches 
for himself and a dinner for him 
and his wife—were paid by Toole, 
a personal friend for 20 years. 
Granted After Rejection. 

Dickinson, who was in charge 
of assigning certain loan applica- 
tions to other examiners for proc- 
essing, testified the first $80,000 
loan to Lithofold was granted by 
RFC directors after it was turned 
down by himself and two other 
examiners, and by a review com- 
mittee. 

“Therefore,” said Senator 
Mundt, “your shop declined the 
loan on two occasions but Litho- 
fold got the money, so it. was 
granted because of the new factor 
that was injected—the phone call 
three days before the loan was 
granted.” « : 

He referred to the phone call 
from Boyle to Hise on Feb. 
28, 1949. The loan was approved 
March 3. 

Dickinson said word frequently 
went around the RFC officers 
about pressure, or “heat” on cer- 
tain loans. This might come 
about through the persistence of 
an applicant or some outside in- 
fluence, he said. He insisted 
there was no improper pressure 
— to. approve the $80,000

KSD SHOW HEARD 
8000 MILES AWAY,

for Site, Darst Says.

by the Federal Housing and Home 
Finance Agency; Mayor J 
M. Darst announced 

Approval of the appraisal, 
earlier for the St. Louis H 
Authority, will speed by seve 
months development of plans for 
acquisition and clearance of the 
site for re-development, the 
Mayor said. 


Acceptance of the appraisal au- 
thorizes the city’s land clearance 
commissioner to employ archi- 
tects end engineers, using federal 
funds, to submit preliminary re- 
development plans. They will also 
attempt to establish values for 
the sale of cleared areas to pri- 
vate developers. 

Necessary for U.S. Funds. 
Such an appraisal is necessary 
before federal funds may be ob- 
tained. Acceptance of the apprais- 
al prepared for the Housing Au- 
thority will save the city several 
months and about $6000 which 
an appraisal would cost,. the 
Mayor stated. 

An additional appraisal must 
be made after the preliminary 
plans are prepared and before 
acquisition for urban redevelop- 
ment purposes is started. 
The urban redevelopment site 
is an important part of plans ta* 
redevelop the entire neighbor- 
hood between Eighteenth street 
and Jefferson avenue and be- 
tween Franklin and Cass avenues. 
Site Totals 50.2 Acres. 
The re-development site will 
be in two sections totaling 50.2 
acres. One will be bounded by 
Twentieth street, Jefferson ave- 
nue, Franklin avenue and an al- 
ley south of Carr street. This will 
comprise 32.27 acres. The second 
area will be a 17.93 acre park to 
the north of the first section. 
Around this park on the other 
three sides will be three large 
public housing projects to accom- 
modate a total of 4542 famliies. 
Many of the buildings pres- 
ently in the area are 75 to 100 
years old, the Mayor said, and 
some of the city’s most sub- 
standard and obsolete blocks are 
in the area.

Asked if he had’ said that, 
Howard replied: “No sir, and I 
couldn’t have done it.” 

Later, however, he conceded 


he could have done it indirectly 
by asking the RFC board of re- 
view to take it up to the directors. 
But, again, he had no recollec- 
tion of. doing that. 

Another entry in the Toole 
diary, Jan. 14, 1949, said Howard 
had taken the Lithofold file to 
his home for study; after RFC 
directors declined to make the 
loan. Howard wanted to see 
whether there was any way the 
application might be revised to 
“clear it up,” Toole wrote, add- 
ing that when he was in New 
York he had talked to Howard 
in Washington by telephone for 
45 minutes. Howard told him 
then that he could not find any 
way to “clear it up,” Toole wrote. 

“T have no recollection of that 
telephone conversation and I 
have never taken any file home 
for study—it is against regula- 
tions,”” Howard testified. 

Three days later, another diary 
entry said Toole had been told 
by Howard that Chauncey Y.

Dodds had no explanation for an 
entry in Willett’s diary, dated 
March 29, 1949, which read: 

“Judge Finnegan in office. Met 
with Mr. Dodds.” 

Flanagan turned back to Toole’s 
diary and read an entry dated 
Jan. 24: 

Discussion With Dodds. 

“Was in Chauncey Dodds’s of- 
fice before 9 o’clock and ‘had a 
full hour with him discussing our 
loan. He really wants to help, al- 
though he gets the impression 
from the loan docket that ‘the 
Blauners have bled this corpora- 
t‘on for years.’ ”’ 

The reference was to Blauner, 

president of Lithofold, and meni- 
bers of his family. Testimony has 
shown they paid themselves hand- 
some salaries and commissions 
even in years when the concern 
lost money.

The St. Louis Senator said he 
introduced the bill after a num- , 
ber of persons voiced protests d 
against the “highly defamatory” 
remarks made by Lohbeck in 
radio talks, when he was a can- 
didate for United States Repre- 
sentative last year. 

In that election, Lohbeck re- 
‘ceived only 280 votes, compared 
with 57,225 for the late Repre- 
sentative John B. Sullivan, Demo- 
crat, and 31,163 for Sidney R. 
Redmond, the Republican candi- 
date. 

In the same election, John W. 
Hamilton of St. Louis was the 
Christian Nationalist candidate 
for United States Senator. Out of 

a statewide ‘total of 1,279,414 
votes in this race, Hamilton re- 
ceived only 610, or 4.7 votes out 
of every 10,000 cast. 

The total vote for president of 
the St. Louis Board of Alderman 
in the city election last April 3 
was 158,779.

tum today, giving plants turning 
out more than half the nation’s 
rolled and fabricated copper and 
brass until Sept. 24 to reach sat- 
isfactory agreements affecting 
25,000 workers. 

The ultimatum was issued at a 
meeting of the UAW Copper aiid 
Brass Council here. 

A strike would be the second in 
the nation’s vital copper industry 
in less than a month. About 58,000 | 
members of the International 
Union of Mine, Mill & Smelter 
Workers shut off the supply of 95 
per cent of the nation’s copper in 
a walkout Aug. 27, The workers 
were ordered back to work Sept. 
5 after the Government. obtained | 
a temporary injunction against the 
strike. 

“Delegates to the council navel 
voted that a deadline for strike | 
action be set for Monday morn- 
ing, Sept. 24, in all plants where | 
a satisfactory agreement has not 
been reached by that time,” the 
announcement said. 

The statement said the .com-| 
panies covered by UAW contracts | 
represent about 55 to 60 per cent | 
of the total capacity in the copper 
and brass roiiing mill and fabri- 
cating industry. Most of the 
plants are in the Connecticut val- 
ley and the Middle West. 

The Copper and Brass Council | 
said the decision to strike if ne- 
gotiations are not completed sat- 
isfactorily was taken “after care- 
ful consideration of the _ policy 
committee’s report.” 

“In the face of the- highest prof- 
its in history and despite the na- 
tional emergency, the companies 
involved, after six weeks to three 
months of negotiations, still stub- 
bornly refuse to meet the de-| 
mands of the workers in this vi- 
tal industry,” the statement said. | 

“The program of demands pro- | 
posed by the union in these com- | 
panies conforms to the standards | 
generally recognized and accept- | 
ed by the managements of the |} 
industries covered by the UAW: | 
Cro.”

prison camps. — 
The Pontiff's plea, made in an

Malorum” (the advancing ills) 
sjand addressed to every Roman 
3} Catholic bishop in the world, also 
8} called attention to “‘the iniquitous 
campaign” of irreligious persons 
s| who harm the “souls of the chil- | 
dren.” 

He asked Catholics everywhere 
to recite the rosary and pray to 
the Virgin Mary to “heal the ills 
which afflict our times.” 


The encyclical called on the 
faithful “not to forget, while 
running their fingers on the ro- 
sary beads, those who oandit 3-9 
miserably in prison camps, am 
jails, in concentration camps.” ‘ 


Cites Heroic Bishops. 


“Among them there are, as you 
know, bishops who were dis- | 
s|missed from their sees, only for 
s|having heroically defended the 
sacred and sainted rights of God 
and the church,” the Pope added. 


“There are sons, fathers and 
mothers, from their 
hearths and compelled: to lead 
unhappy lives in unknown lands 
and in other climates.”

WASHINGTON, Sept. 15. 
ENATOR ROBERT A. TAFT. ‘*Mis- 
\§ ter Republican”’ himself, in an ex- 
clusive interview with the Post- 
Dispatch expressed his views on such 
questions as McCarthyism, defense of 
the free‘ world, civil rights, Communism, 
domestic economy, federal aid to the 
states, corruption in high places, and 
the possibility of doing business with 
Russia. 
Taft, a man of many contradictions and 
a master of the “yes-but” school of qualifica- 
tion, described himself to the writer as “a 
liberal conservative—willing to listen to all 
proposals and judge things on their merits.” 


Interviewed in his office here—from 
which he hopes to move to the White 
House in 1952—he was of opinion that 
Senator Joseph R. McCarthy had per- 
formed a valuable public service but was 
“reckless” in his methods. Anyone should 
be asked if he is a Communist, he said, 
but a Communist should not be jailed for 
being a Communist. The free world is 
best protected by air and sea supremacy 
as ‘an allied effort, he said, but the de- 
fense of Europe is primarily the respon- 
sibility of European nations. 

The Federal Government should pro- 
vide food, shelter and education for those 
lacking necessaries of life, Taft said, but 
should not extend its power over the lives 
of the citizens of the individual states. 
President Truman evaded a bi-partisan 
foreign policy in 1948, he said, failing to 
consult the late Senator Arthur H. Van- 
denberg about the Far East, but he 
wouldn’t think of criticizing the President 
for not conducting a bipartisan foreign 
Policy. 

Taft disclosed that he had advised Mc-

Since 
that time his rise in the school of. terror 
has been rapid. In quick succession he pre- 
sided over the infamous Communist concen- 
tration camps at Brandenburg, Torgau and 
Waldheim. He was later chief of the ‘“‘Peo- 
' ple’s Inspection Bureau,” predecessor to the 
SSD. 

Lange declared recently that “the special 
-, examination methods of the SSD are those 

of the Gestapo, further developed and im- 
proved.” 

SSD EMPLOYES are mostly former SS 
and Gestapo men. Their experience in 
working for the Nazis recommends them 
highly for the job. As Zaisser, chief of the 
SSD, has said: “Only those are fit to work 
for the SSD who forget that they have eyes 
and ears as they enter our building.” 

SSD agents are sent to special training 
schools. The largest of these is located in 
Magdeburg-Rothensee. Here SSD students 

‘receive their diplomas in the techniques of 
spying, arrest, interrogation, tortuse and 
murder. 

The operatives of the SSD work for 
one of three main reasons: to get money; 
to prove their Communist loyalty; or to 
avoid imprisonment of themselves and 
their loved ones. 

Those spies who want only money usually 
apply for assignments in. the West Zone. 
They are paid 5000 deutsche marks ($1200) 
upon arrival in the West Zone. This is 
pocket money. Such spies are, however, 
often unreliable; they may sell themselves 
to the ‘highest bidder. 

The agents who do their job because of 
“loyalty” come from: the Communist party 
or affiliated organizations. They are thor- 
oughly tested before being accepted by the 
SSD, Their payment usually takes the form 
of special and extra’ raticns. In- 

cluded in this category is a small group of 
ambitious young men who do the SSD dirty 
work as a steppingstone to a Communist 
government career. 

The men who spy because of fear are 
the most pitiful of all the Communist hire- 
lings. They know that when their particular 
usefulness is at an end, they will be “dis- 
carded.” Often they end up in the same 
concentration camps which they helped to 
fill. More often they are shot. 

SSD workers fall into two main classes:

In the past year the Soviets have at- 
tempted to give more power to the German 
Communist government, so the SSD, under 
Zaisser, has taken over most of routine of 


the Russian agents. But the Soviets remain/ 


with important cases and to give 


no chance of returning to the outside 
world. 


Spies of the above offices are everywhere 
in the East Zone. In each ministry, in each 
industrial or business place there are SSD 
agents. The SSD inspects everything: de- 
posits and withdrawals of money, business 
and pleasure trips, political affiliation, po- 
litical non-affiliation, telephone conversa- 
tions, mail, etc. 

THE TERRIBLE EFFICIENCY of the 
secret police apparatus is that each de- 
partment co-operates with the others. All 
departments work hand in hand with the 
Russians. 

As one refugee put it: “The aim of the 
SSD is to inspect the soul of every person 
in the East Zone.” 

In one Eastern city, for instance, there 
are 130 employes (mostly women) of the SSD 
working in special section of the City Hall. 
Their duty is to listen in on every telephone 
call passing through the central switch- 
board. When they hear suspicious phrases 
they press a button and the whole conversa- 
tion is taken down on tape. The tape is 
sent to the local SSD bureau. It is either 
filed in the person’s dossier or used as the 
basis for immediate arrest. 

Arrests were formerly made at night. A 
standard course in the special SSD train- 
ing schools is the “night problem” — the 
technique of the night arrest. Recently, 
however, so many suspects have escaped be- 
fore the SSD agents could break down the 
door of the house that this method is used 
only when necessary. 


Now arrests are carried out by the use 
of an automobile. As the suspect is on the 
way to work in the early morning he is 
stopped by three men who spring from 
an g@utomobile (usually a black Mercedes). 
He is forced inte the car at gunpoint and 
driven off before the spectators have time 
to react. Anyone who tries to interfere 
is taken along. 

Once at the SSD headquarters the pris- 
oner is forced to surrender all his valuables. 
His pockets are emptied and the buttons 
are cut off his clothes. Then he is loeked 
up in a cell. He usually stays there for 
several days without being disturbed. One 
night he is awakened about 2 a.m. and ques- 
tioned for hours under a 2000-watt search- 
light. During the questioning he must re- 
main standing. Since he has no belt he 
must hold up his clothes with his hands.. 
Each night for a week the questioning con- 
tinues. The prisoner.has almost no chance 
to sleep. As a Communist commissar re- 
marked, “One can go for a long time with- 
out food or water. One can only go three 
days without sleep:” 

If the prisoner refuses to confess that 


continued, “and I don’t see President Tru- 
man denouncing the CIO for the methods 
they used against me.

Asked how a man of his acknowledged 
personal integrity could tacitly condone 
“McCarthyism,” urging McCarthy in effect, 
that if one case didn’t pan out to present 
others, Taft replied: 

“I never said anything about McCarthy’s 
methods. I think his general allegations 
called public attention to the problem and 
led to a Senate resolution urging investiga- 
tion of the State Department. 

“I think he was perfectly reckless in 
his general approach to things but he 
wouldn’t take advice from anyone. I _ad- 
vised him to get advisers to present the 
best possible case te the committee. He 
agreed in theory. but did nothing about it. 

“McCarthy operates as an individual. 
A lot of people thought it was bunk—I 
did myself—but he did arouse the public 
and to that extent I think his service was 
valuable.” 

Taft was cold to a proposal, whieh has 
been advanced repeatedly, 
sional investigating committees should be 
restrained from using their powers so as 
to avoid hurting individuals by giving pub- 
licity to unproved assertions. He did feel 
that investigations by Congress should be 
limited to fields of legislation. 

“I don’t know. what sort of. restriction 
could be adopted,” Taft remarked, “al- 
though the investigating committee should 
give a person an qpportunity to reply if he 
is charged with anything. 

“But how could you investigate without 
letting anyone say something about someone 
else? 

“It is no violation of civil rights to ask 
a man if he is a Communist. 

“Civil rights do not extend to the factual 
revelation that a man is a Communist. 

“We are spending ninety billion dollars 
to fight communism. throughout the world 
and I don’t see why at home we: shouldn't 
ask. a man if he is a Communist. But I 
don’t think we should put a man. in jail for 
being a Communist—only if it can be es- 
tablished that he is unlawfully trying to 
overthrow the Government.” 

COMMUNISM is an internal menace to 
the United States, Taft thinks, but has been 
so weakened in recent years that he does 
not consider it a present threat. He recom-

mended that we keep on guard and cam- 
paign against American Reds by publicizing 
them. 

“There was a dangerous Communist 
conspiracy in this country,” Taft observed, 
“but it has been very much alleviated. 
Many people who had Communist connec- 
tions weren’t known before. 


“When Russia became aggressively anti- 
American, there began a questioning of peo- 
ple at home.” | 

World Communism may be _ contained, 
Taft said, through controt of the sea’ and 
air lanes with relatively little use of United 
States. land power overseas. In discussing 
the defense of Europe, Taft told the writer 
this country should act m concert with 
allies “on condition European armies pro- 
vide the bulk of the army in defending 
Europe—that’s their baby.” 

Taft has suggested that the American 
contribution be on a ratio of one division 
to nine foreign divisions. He observed that 
he would’ not object to six American divi- 
sions in Western Germany but would want 
more troops from our allies. 

The United Nations, Taft said, ds “hope- 
less so. far as preventing aggression is con- 
cerned; it may be valuable only as a diplo- 
matic weapon through which we may per- 
haps hope that more friendly relations may 
be established with Russia.” 

He added he was inclined to rely on the 
Atlantic Pact as an obstacle to aggression. 
Taft, incidentally, voted against the Atlantic 
Charter. 

Nor does he think a bipartisan foreign 
policy is practical. It is almost impossible, 
Taft said, for a President to consult a minori- 
ty party. Senator Vandenberg, he observed, 
had a limited field—it never extended to 
China. President Truman, he said, never 
consulted Vandenberg about the Far East. 

“Foreign policy is in. the hands of the 
Administration,” Taft said, “the minority 
should not indulge in carping criticism 
but should oppose things contrary ” na- 
tional welfare. 

“I would not think of criticizing Presi- 
dent Truman for not conducting a bi- 
partisan policy.” 

As of now, Taft thinks that Russia and 
the “United States may not live together. 
But he said that if Russia loses its satellite 
countries and ceases to be an aggressive 
power he sees no reasen why we cannot do 
business with Russia. 

ON THE DOMESTIC FRONT, Taft has 
gradually come to accept the principle of 
federal aid—up to a point. Originally op- 
posed to federal assistance for housing and 
education, he now favors it. He regards 
such aid as an- extension of an obligation 
to provide necessaries of life for those with- 


1 out means. 


Taft told the writer he thought. federal 
funds should be used to permit minimum liv- 
ing standards and equality of educational 
opportunity in states which cannot afford 
to pay the entire cost. 

“IT am aware that the constant argument 
against federal aid is that it leads to fed- 
eral control,” Taft said, “and I think that 
when. we. assume a national ‘obligation, 
statutes should be drawn to reduce federal 
control to a minimum. 

“The New Dealers have an itch to run 
things.

Taft defined a liberal as “a man who 
believes in freedom of thought, government 
and everything else. A man who approaches 
any new idea with an impartial attitude.” 

A reactionary, Taft said, is “a man who 
would not go back,” apparently meaning 
someone who would not abandon a position. 

He said he didn’t know what a progres- 
sive was. 

TAFT IS A PARADOX even in his old 
home town. One Cincinnati acquaintance 
has described him as being in “violent con- 
tradiction with himself.” 

His inconsistencies have been marked

When Taft opened his first successfyl 
campaign for the Senate in 1938 the Cin- 
cinnati ‘Post recalled editorially his, stand 
on the charter issue. It stated that “Robert 
Taft voiced his convictions,, but those con- 
victions were, and .are, the philosophy of 
the standpatter.” 

In Cincinnati, Taft is regarded more 
as a symbol of “sound conservatism,” 
backed by lavish campaign contributions 
from big business, than as an individual. 
When he walks down the street he is lost 
in the crowd. 


At his home, a remodeled farmhouse on 
a 57-acre tract, 12 miles from the city, he 
is apt to stroll away from guests to admire 
the view. Yet to his friends he is kindly 
and sympathetic, often putting himself out 
to be of personal service. Although his 
manner is matter-of-fact, often brusque, he 
has a whimsical sense of humor. He’s 
a golfer, going around in the low eighties, 
and relishes a bourbon highball or so at 
day’s end and perhaps wine at dinner. 


Taft prefers a quiet family life: He is 
extremely devoted to his wife, Mrs. Martha 
Bowers Taft, who has been ill dnd spends 
every minute he can with her. Her illness, 
his friends say, is the chief reason why he 
is one of the few policy makers who have 
not gone abroad to observe ¢onditions. 

Taft abhors ostentation. He is a wealthy 
man but far below the millfénaire class. He 
drives his own car, currently a Plymouth. 
At an official Washington reception a door- 
man called for “Senator Taft’s car.” Head- 
ing for a parking lot, Taft remarked over 
his shoulder, “it’s a good*car but it doesn’t 
come when called.” 

On another occasion a waitress dropped 
a tray of Giahes, a knife hitting Taft in the 
back. 

“Don’t worry, Miss,” Taft..said, “that 
happens to me often.” 

Both political friends and foes—he seems 
to have no personal enemies—agree that he 
is phenomenally industrious, working on a 
clockwork schedule all day and often into 
the night. A big brown brief case, crammed 
with “homework” is his Washington trade- 
mark.

Mrs. Porter and J have just returned 
from a trip to England, Norway, Swe- 
den, Denmark, Germany, Austrian Ty- 
rol and France. Here are a few of our 
observations: 

In England, food conditions continue 
austere, a fact that probably keeps 
many from prolonging their stay in 
that land of beauty. England is not 
as “through” as, some seem to think, 
ee many hope she will soon be 
= with her present governmental 
setup. 

Chicken and fish seemed to be the 
chief article of diet and there is noth- 

“ing more unappetizing than poofly 
cooked fowl. 

In Norway, Sweden, Denmark and 
Germany there seemed to be plenty of 
meat available and prices were reason- 
able. At least, we were able to obtain 
good steaks anytime we wanted them. 

Our visit to the bombed cities of 
Frankfurt, Stuttgart, Freiburg and Mu- 
nich, in western and southern Ger- 
many, revealed the great havoc done in 
retaliation for Hitler’s bombing of Eng- 


land.

Munich, which cradled Hitler and 
‘Nazism, lies in ruins. When I askéd a 
man on duty at the desk of our Munich 
hotel about the possibility of seeing Hit- 
ler’s Brown House, former Nazi head- 
quarters, he replied, “Hitler’s Brown 
House is gone, and with it the whole 
Hitler bunch, and good riddance.” Of 
the cities mentioned, Frankfurt is re- 
building most rapidly. 

Bavaria is a beautiful part of Ger- 
many. Large areas of it are much more 
agricultural than many might imagine. 
On every side we saw widespread fields 
of green and gold, for it was haying 
and harvest time. In the fields every- 
where whole families were at work. 
And there seemed to- be 20 teams of 
oxen to one span of horses. 

In passing through Garmish in the 
Bavarian Alps, we were informed that 
Gen. Eisenhower had been in residence 
at the Guest House of the American 
Army for several days just the week 
previous. 

We were informed that the American 
soldiers, whose headquarters are at 
Stuttgart, are much more popular 
among the Germans than are the 
French, who also occupy territory in 
that part of Germany. But that differ- 
ence is natural, for the French and 
Germans h@ve been at odds often down 
through recent history.

In Paris. prices are high, but there 
is plenty of good food, They expect 15 
per cent for “service,” which we eall 
tips. Their money is the problem of 
the French. 

The first time we were in Paris, some 
years ago, we got five francs for a dol- 
lar; the next time we visited Paris we 
got 25 francs for a dollar; but this time, 
350 for a dollar. The franc that was 
once worth 20 cents in American money 
is now worth less than three for a cent. 

We could not help but conclude that 
Europe looks the worse for wear each 
time we visit it. But how could it be 
otherwise after suffering two devastat- 
ing wars? 

Woe to the nation that starts a Third 
World War! Europe’s bombed cities 
ought to be a sufficient warning as to 
what the cost will be. 

Germany will rebuild, but not until 
a treaty of peace is signed and the oc- 
cupation troops, especially those of Rus- 
sia, are withdrawn. The troops of the 
Western Powers must remain close at 
hand for some time to come.

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A Junior to An Elder 


The New York Times lights a birthday cake 
with 100 candles tomorrow. In American his- 
tory as well as in the annals of journalism this 
will be an occasion both important and pleasant. 
Juniors are usually supposed to keep silent in 
the presence of their elders, but perhaps a strip- 
ling of 73 may be allowed an admiring as well 
as respectful word for the centenarian. 

Henry Jarvis Raymond started The New York 
Times in 1851 when New York journalism was 
dominated by the sensationalism of William 
Gordon Bennett, the eccentricities of Horace 
Greeley and the vilifications of every editor 
who wrote on politics. Young Raymond struck 
out on his own. He conceived a newspaper which 
made its first business the telling of the news. 
To make this good he yesolutely kept free of 
party ties and alliances. To Raymond and his 
Times more than to any other one example, the 
American people owe the tradition of a press 
which separates its comment and opinion from 
its reporting. 

As Meyer Berger shows in his excellent new 
history of the paper, The New York Times has 
been rarely fortunate in the men who have fol- 
lowed Raymond at the editorial desks. From 
1896 to 1935 its publisher was Adolph S. Ochs, 
under whom it became a purveyor of informa- 
tion about world events on a scale that no other 
newspaper had approached. Today Arthur Hays 
Sulzberger, as, president and publisher, and Jul- 
ius Ochs Adler, as vice president and general 

manager, lead an organization of highly talented 
workers wh6 circle the globe. 

The first issue of The New York Times came 
off the press in a momentous period of the na- 
tion’s history. It reaches its hundredth birthday 
in exciting days, as everyone full well knows. 
Judging the future by the past, it ought to be 
mighty interesting to drop back in 2051 when 
The Times turns 200. And make no mistake, it 
will!

This year he has knocked. out nine heavy- 
weights, though his own weight is seldom as 
high as 180 pounds. And Moore has won 85 
fights against all comers; 67 by knockouts. 


Yet Archie Moore has not been given a 
chance at a title.

This event undoubtedly cele- 
brated a kind of over-enthusiasm for national 
publicity, and is a fair sample of the many 
special weeks that clutter up the 52 normally 
allotted to one year. 

A publication of the fresh fruit and vegetable 
growers says the week was a “big-time” success. 
Twenty governors proclaimed it, and _ the 
press and radio gave “virtually priceless” pub- 
licity to vegetables. But is the industry satis- 
fied? No. The Vegetable Growers’ Association 
wants to sign up the 28 other governors for 
1952, and Senator O’Conor of Maryland wants 
to make National Vegetable Week as national 
as it is supposed to be. 

Somehow all this activity seems as unrelated 
to public consumption as the skin of an orange. 
The vegetable growers point with pride to the 
fact that everybody benefits from vegetables, 
and that is just the-trouble. Everybody does. 
Schools teach their value. Nutritionists write 
about them. Meat is as nothing without potatoes. 
Yes, everybody eats vegetables. 

It seems possible that National Vegetable 
Week does not increase the consumption of 
vegetables by so much as one turnip, There is 
little need to curry favor for vegetables. Nobody 
would vote against them, Yet wholesale appro- 
bation is not enough in the age of public reéla- 
tions without a week, wrapped in ribbons, re- 
plete with ceremonies, plus a queen. 

So be it. Long live i, vegetable.

Combatting the New Illiteracy 


The one

True task of education is obscured by debate over false issues, 
magazine holds; values and content, not “frills” or budgets, pose 
the sharpest challenge; education must_recognize Unity of world 
community and raise sights to train youth for a greater citizenship. 


From an Editorial by Norman Cousins in 
The Saturday Review of Literature . 


The biggest need in American education 
today is not for more school buildings, 
higher salaries for teachers, or free col- 
leges. All these are important, but they 
are not nearly so important as the need 
for some diamond-hard thinking about ed- 
ucation itself. Against the background 
of a world that stopped crawling 50 vears 
and began to catapult, how do you define 
an adequate education? 


The present debate over education is 
not addressing itself to these questions. 
Instead of a vast and inspiring nation-wide 
re-examination of the purposes of educa- 


tion for our time, an 


increasingly nasty 
controversy is devel- 
oping under. a fast- 
lowering ceiling. 
The air is thick 
with false issues, It 
should be a time for 
greatness, but some 
people can think of 
nothing more vital to 
do for education than 
to rush into the 
schools under the 
blazing banner 
“Back;to the Three 
a ‘i 
Withik-” of' ab Norman Cousins 
pausing to ascertain whether there is any 
real conflict betwew the traditional con- 
cept of the Three Rs and some of the 
newer courses of study, they are vaulting 
to the false conclusion that educators are 
trying to get by with “frills” instead of 
basic tools. 


Economy Before Education 


Then .there are the tax whittlers and 
budget slicers who are determined that 
the cost of government and public services 
must be breught under control at some 
point and that the proper place to start 
is in the schools, 


Careful, cautious spending is essential to 
a sound school system, and there is no ar- 
gument over that. What seems to be in- 
volved here, however, is a growing dispo- 
sition to put the need for economy ahead 
of the need for education. 


In many places school superintendents 
are being judged not according to their 
ability to create a vital educational atmos- 
phere for the community but according to 
their talents as glorified-janitors, chalk- 
savers, and penny-pinchers. |

A national debate over education is 
desperately needed today, but such a 
debate should be concerned with values, 
with substance, with content. The schools 
are vulnerable to criticism precisely be- 
cause the sights of American education 
are not high enough. 

The definition of what constitutes a 
truly educated person has expanded so 
greatly that the average college graduate 
of 1951 stand about where a high school 
graduate did, let us say, in 1920, in rela- 
tion to the times.- The problem of closing 
this gap is not less important than the 
Kaesong conference or the Iranian oil 
crisis or the rearmament of Western 
Europe. We may live in a world we never 
made, but not until we understand the 
complexion as well as the complexities of 
that world will we be able to make it 
reasonably safe. 


Citizens of the World 


Thus there is emerging in America to- 
day a new illiteracy. It is the illiteracy 
of those who can read or write but who 
are unable to appraise living history or to 
offer any informed contribution to the 
decisions America will have to make as 


a nation if democratic values are to sur- ° 


vive. 

lt is the illiteracy of those who exist in 
the second half of the twentieth century 
but who do not participate in it. It is 
the illiteracy of those who are unprepared 
for the building of a world community. 
They have been educated to make them 


. aware of the differences that keep peoples 


apart but they are tragically ignorant of 
basic similarities that can bring peoples 
together. 


No community neighborhood las ever 
been smaller than the world neighborhood 
is today, in the sry 3 that every man’s 
welfare and destiny is _ interlocked with 
everyone else’s. 


Whatever the aneiiiiintios “about the 
future may be, of one fact we can be 
sure. The present generation and the 
next generation and the generations after 
that will have to be citizens of the human 
community.

A Living Anachronism 


They will have to talk many languages 
and comprehend many philosophies, psy- 
chologies and approaches which are now

They will need a special 
knowledge, stale but they will need 
something far more im 
awareness of human values and of the 
conditions under which those values can 
be created and maintained.

It has meant that many tenant 
farmers send their children to 
school rather than keeping them 
home to work. It has also reduced 
land prices by about one third, 
encouraging tandowners to seek 
business and industrial invest- 
ment, 

Much of the Formosan farmers’ 
benefits have been siphoned off 
by increased taxes, mostly for 
military and high-priced consum- 
er articles, but it is doubtful that 
the Nationalists could maintain 
Formosa’s political stability with- 
out land-rent reduction. 

The government has now be- 
gun the second step of this land 
reform—sales of public land to 
tenants.

Each tenant is entitled to bay 
from 1% to five acres of 
gated land or 2% to 10 acres. of 
dry land, depending on quality.

A projected third step in land 
reform, not yet begun, provides 
for Government purchase of large. 
private landholdings for resale to 
tenants. Landlords will be en- 
titled to sell small holdings them- 
selves. 

A still unresolved problem is 
that of local farm tenancy com- 
mittees responsible for arbitrat- 
ing all disputes. 

The rent-reduction law provides.

So far land reform is enforced 
largely by government order and 
the committees have remained 
paper organizations, thereby miss- 
ing a great opportunity to de- 
velop much-needed local repre- 
sentative leadership.

In consequence, there have been 
various proposals intended to as- 
sociate Greece and Turkey with 
the North Atlantic pact without 
including them in it. Greece and 
Turkey already have a mutual 
defense treaty with Britain and 
France negotiated in 1939, when 
the prospective enemies were 
Germany and Italy. This treaty, 
however, fully effective against 
the Soviet Union. 

Suggestions have been made 
that a regional defense pact, to 
include Greece, Turkey, Britain, 
France and the United States be 
formed. 

This is supported by some who 
feel that it would be to our ad- 
vantage if Greece and Turkey 
were to remain neutral in an at- 
tack by the Soviet Union against 
western Europe. It is argued that 
their participation would add to 
the drain on our military re- 
sources. 

Another point in support of this 
view is that other Middle Eastern 
nations would demand inclusion, 
and, while Greece and Turkey 
would bring substantial strength 
to. the common defense, the Arab 
states and Iran could contribute 
nothing but weakness.

The 
Turkish army of 360,000 men, 
American-trained and American- 
equipped, ranks as one of the 
toughest fighting forces in the 
world. Turkey has been spend- 
ing 40 per cent of its budget on 
its armed forces for the last five 
years and is determined to main- 
tain its freedom from _ Soviet 
domination. 


A fighting Greece is just as im- 
portant as Turkey to keep the 
Soviet forces from breaking 
through to the~ Adriatic. The 
Greek army of about 160,000 men 
is battle-hardened and well 
trained. 

Where Greece and Turkey at 
one time might have been con- 
sidered liabilities as members of 
the exclusive NATO club, they 
now are in a position to con- 
tribute as much as they will re- 
ceive.

The pattern was "laid down 
more than a decade ago, when it 
was carried out swiftly and ruth- 
lessly, and the historical parallel 
is ominous. 

In 1939, with Russia close to 
war, Moscow had no time to lose 
—and lost none. Moscow forced 
treaties of trade and friendship 
on Lithuania, Latvia and Estonia, 
the three Baltic states, recognized 
their sovereign independence, 
and then, in 1940, poured in hun- 
dreds of thousands of Soviet 
troops. 

Immediately there began a 
program of ruthless extermina- 
tion of the Communists’ opposi- 
tion, through mass arrests and 
deportations, a reign of terror, 
systematic attacks on the church 
and the ousting of political 
leaders. 

Plebiscite Under Guns. 

It took only a month. The three 
Baltic states “applied” for en- 
trance into the Soviet Union. On 
July 15, 1940, there was a plebi- 
scite in each country, it result a 
foregone conclusion. Under the 
guns of Soviet troops and the 
eyes of the secret police, the Bal- 
tics became the fourteenth, fif- 
teenth and sixteenth Soviet Re- 
publics. The Germans later over- 
ran the unhappy new republics, 
but the Soviets came back in 1944, 
bringing new terror, new deporta- 
tions of hundreds of thousands to 
remote Siberian camps, and com- 
plete Sovietization. The more 
than 6,000,000 Balts in the three 
little states were captive. 

With today’s satellites, Moscow 
proceeded more slowly, but the 
time noW seems near when the 
Soviets will drop the sham and 
swallow the “people’s republics” 
on her borders by incorporating 
them into the Soviet Union.

However, Czechoslovakia was 
included in the recent round of 
“liberation anniversary” visits by 
Soviet big shots to the satellites 
to warn those nations to stay in 
tune with Moscow.

Zorin and Soviet Marshal Ivan 


|S. Koniev visited Czeehoslovakia 


to celebrate its “liberation.” Re- 
cently, Romania was treated to a 
similar visit from politburo mem- 
ber Marshal Klimenti Voroshilov 
and other Moscow powers. Before 
that, Poland had a visit from none 
other than Vice Premier V. M, 
Molotov and Marshal Georgi Zhu- 
kov, and Bulgaria’s turn came with 
the visit of Gen. Vasily Sokolov- 
sky. 

In all cases the message was an 
order for unquestioned submission 
to the will of the Soviet Union in 
all things and a demand that all 
unreliable elements be liquidated, 
plus the usual warnings about 
‘Tito’s Yugoslavia and the fate in 
store for it. 

Here are some of the symptoms 
of things to come for the satel- 
lites: 

POLAND: Refugees report a 
reign of terror. There are indi- 
cations that the Catholic church 
is about to be the target of a 
concerted drive, an attempt to 
substitute a national church and 
end the. influence of the Vatican 
in a country whose - 23,000,000 
inhabitants are almost all Cath- 


olics. 
Network of Spies. 

The cultural life of the Poles 
already has been Sovietized. A 
Russian army marshal who claims 
Polish birth is Poland’s dictator. 
The army is officered by Rus- 
sians. The Polish heartland, one 
of the keys to control of Europe, 
is being turned into an eastern 
version of West Gernbey’ s indus- 
trial Ruhr. The daily life of every 
Pole is threatened by a network 
of spies and informers. Arrests 
and purges are frequent, and 
Moscow never wholly trusts the 
Polish Communists.

HERE is no tragedy and lit- 
Tis pathos in Mr. Smith 

from where I sit. With a 
little guts and a little ingenu- 
ity he could have altered his 
situation at least to the point 
where he could endure it. And 
since the story has no exciting 
play of action with strong ele- 
ments of tension and suspense, 
it has little excuse for being 
unless Mr. Smith is indeed 
typical. 

Mr. Bromfield obviously be- 
lieves that he is. Mr. Smith, 
he says in effect, is the help- 
less victim of vestigial Puritan- 
ism, the middle class habit of 
keeping up with the Joneses, 
the “hideous” architecture of 
Protestant churches, childish 
pride in radio sets, automo- 
biles and tiled bathrooms, high 
.taxes, snooping ‘“do-gooders” 
and their sentimental preoccu- 
pation with the “underprivil- 
eged,” the misguided tendency 
to keep people alive who should 
be allowed to die and so on 
through an exhaustive list. 

The indictment is so inclu- 
sive that it becomes virtually 
meaningless. So the author's 
thesis is compromised by its 
vagueness; and Mr. Smith’s 
plight, far from being a typical 
result of irresistible social pres- 
sures, seems merely the prod- 
uct of his own indecision and 
jumbled thinking. Mr. Brom- 
field has written many popular 
novels and they usually have a 
fairly high entertainment value. 
“Mr. Smith” will not improve 
his reputation.

ONSARRAT tells the story 

M of the convoys largely 

from the viewpoint of the 

British seamen in the corvettes, 

frigates, destroyers and mer- 

chant ships. The principal char- 
acters are confined to the 
corvette, Compass Rose, and 
after she is torpedoed to the 

Saltash, a frigate. They are 

taken through incident after in- 

cident from the nerve-racking, 
body-tearing days and nights of 
convoy duty. A tanker was hit: 

“Then they noticed that the 
oil, spreading over the surface 
of the water and catching fire 
as it spread, was moving faster 
than any of the men could 
swim. ... Soon the swimmers 
noticed it too. They began to 
scream as they swam, and to 


,look back over their shoulders, 


and thrash and claw their way 
through the water as if sud- 
denly insane.

“The scene from the bridge 
of Saltash never lost an outline 
of senseless violence. By day 
it showed a square mile of tor- 
mented water, with huge waves 
flooding in like mountains slid- 
ing down the surface of the 
earth: with a haze of spray 
and spume seudding across it 
continually: with gulfs opening 
before the ship as if the whole 
ocean were avid to swallow her. 
Night added the terrible un-

brilliance is attested on the 
jacket by eminent authority.

HESE ideas, so_ strongly 
T reminiscent of Marcel 

Proust, and so favorably 
comparable to his best, are like 
seeds of light which exfoliate 
in the mind as the reader holds 
them -there, as he must for 
more than the moment it takes 
to read them. In the first of 
his pages Mr. Sowerby recap- 
tures with an exquisitely selec- 
tive memory the sensations of 
seclusion and security which a 
child feels, hiding in a dark

But Gen. Crawford Sams Got D.S.C. for Going Behind Red Lines—Born in East St. Louis

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 15. 
HE stubby little man from 
East St. Louis, Ill., who en- 

_™ listed in the Army as a buck 
private and rose to become a 

edical Corps general calls one 
of his recent exploits “just a lit- 
tle incident.” 

In Crawford Sams’s wide-rang- 
ing life it may have veer merely 
an “incident,” but it won him the 
nation’s second highest mili- 
tary decoration, the Distinguished 
Service Cross, and a citation “for 
extraordinary heroism.” 

Sams disclaims the hero tag, 
just as he insists upon setting the 
record straight on his birthplace. 


. “It was East St. Louis,” says the 


49 - year - old brigadier general, 
“and that’s in Illinois. I didn’t 
actually live in St. Lovis till years 
later when I went to medical 
school at Washington University.” 

Some of the starch and a streak 
ef candor in the officer's makeup 
may be traced to those boyhood 
days along the Mississippi. 

He ran his tanned hand over 
his close-cropped head ana his 
strong face crinkled into a smile 
as he recalled “working as a day 
laboreer for $1 a day, six days a 
week—but they only paid me five 
‘because I was just a kid.’” 

It was as a kid, too, that he 
first joined the Army. He was 
16 when he graduated from high 
school in East St. Louis in 1918. 
The war was on, he recalls be- 
nignly, and “like a lot of kids at 
that time, I enlisted—-fraudulent- 
ly—told ’em I was 18.” 

The relaxed posture and quiet, 
easy-going manner vanish at men- 
tion of Korea, for it was in Korea 


that this much-decorated military ° 


doctor capped a lifetime of pub- 
lic service with the feat that won 
him the D.S.C. 

He had _ served nearly five 
years as the United States Army’s 
chief of public health and wel- 
fare in Japan when the Ko- 
rean War started. He assumed 
the same title under Gen. Doug- 
las MacArthur’s United Nations 
command for the stricken penin- 


sula. 

“The thing that worried us 
most was the possibility of epi- 
demics, smallpox, typhus—carried 
by lice—dnd intestinal diseases 
such as typhoid fever. We be- 
gan a vast delousing and immuni- 
zation program. By late last May, 
we had already immunized 6,000,- 
000 Koreans.”

AMS commuted between Ko- 

rea and Japan, occasionally 

making front-line inspection 
tours for Gen. MacArthur. It was 
on one of these trips that he got 
wind of a fearful rumor. The 
rumor, carried in intelligence re- 
ports, was that bubonic plague, 
the Black Death of the Middle 
Ages, was sweeping Communist 
troops. 

“Vaccine against the plague is 
good for three to four months. 
But if the disease was epidemic, 
if our troops and the Koreans 
were to be exposed through pris- 
oners and other civilians, it would 
have taken months to get this 
vaccine ready and shipped over. 
We had to know.” 

Nine different groups of agents 
went behind Communist lines to 
try to get information. None re- 
turned. . 

The general had had plenty of 
experience with communicable 
diseases in Panama, Japan and 
the Middle East. He decided he’d 
better go himself. 

He picked three “damn good 
fighters” as assistants, two 
Korean officers and a young 
United States Navy lieutenant. 

They boarded a_ destroyer, 
steamed up the Korean coast to 
a point about 100 miles behind 
the Communist lines and some 20 
miles offshore. From there on 
the night.of March 13 they rode 
in a motor-powered whaleboat 
till they were between two and 
three miles offshore. 

Then came another transfer. 
They paddled into the surf in a 
rubber raft and waded ashore.

_ built out of the human chaos of 


Japan. 

As chief of health and public 
welfare he found his function 
paralleled that of a Japanese cab-

In the autumn of 1945 it was 
Sams’s job to put 14,000,000 Jap- 
anese refugees back on their feet.

“We set up a nation-wide wel- 
fare organization and public as- 
sistance program,” he says, “and 
we Uuid it without any refugee 
camps such ds they had in Eu- 
rope.”

ter the four men kept a rendez- 
vous with certain United States 
intelligence contacts and quickly 
inspected a village the Commu- 
nists had turned into a “hospital.” 

The general’s jaw muscles tight- 
ened as he recalled that night. 

“The Communist hospitals are 
crude affairs,” he says. “When 
they need one they just evacuate 
a village and bring in their sick 
and wounded to suffer—and die. 

“I wanted to visit three hos- 
pital villages but we didn’t have 
a chance.” ‘ 

Near the point where the four 
officers landed was a road. On 
it a Chinese division was march- 
ing south. United Nations planes 
spotted the Chinese and started 
to strafe them. The convoy scat- 
tered and as it did the géneral 
Was assured any attempt to cross 
the road to visit the other two 
villages would be suicide. 

Sams had already figured his 
party’s chances were about one 
in 10. He decided they’d 
stretched their luck as far as it 
would go and so, after an hour 
and a half in North Korea, the 
group returned to ship by the 
same method it had come. 

With it returned precious in- 
formation. Crawford Sams had 
seen enough in his brief time 
ashore to convince him that re- 
ports about bubonic plague wére 
erroneous. The disease rampant 
among the Communists was 
hemorrhagic smallpox and against 
this United Nations troops and 
many civilians had already been 
vaccinated. 

“Jast a little incident,” says 
the general, who for security 
reasons, declines to give further 
details of his daring trip be- 
hind enemy lines. 


The span between Sams’s one- 
year hitch as an under-age buck 
private and his present rank has 
had its full quota of such “inci- 
dents.” 

On returning to East St. Louis 
after World War I he worked at 
a number of jobs, including a 
short term with the Monsanto 
Chemical Co., and then was bit- 
ten by the Go-West bug. 
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E came to California and en- 
H tered the state university at 
Berkeley. This decision 

fected his life in two ways. 

First, he met the girl he was 
to marry in 1925. 

Second, -he discovered, in 
1921, that the National Guard 
was being re-established, joined 
and eventually was commissioned 
a second lieutenant in the 143rd 
Field Artillery. 

By the time Sams got his de- 
gree in 1925 he was a reserve 
captain and as such hustled off 
to Fort Sill, Okla., for further 
training. 

But college had whetted the 
future general’s interest in medi- 
cine. On completion of his stint 
at Fort Sill he resigned his 
Guard commission (though he 
retained his reserve captaincy) 
and headed back to St. Louis. At 
Washington University he picked 
up a master’s degree in anatomy, 
eked out his income acting as a 
part-time instructor and finally 
got his M.D. in 1929. Then he 
re-entered the Army, this time in 
the Medical Corps. 

Routine peacetime Army as- 
signments follawed — Letterman 
Hospital, San Francisco; the 
medical field service school; Fort 
Benning, Ga.; the field service 
school again; Panama (first as 


af- 
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the Panama Department’s assist- 
ant chief surgeon, then as acting 
chief). 

The outbreak of World War II 
found him at Benning, giving fu- 
ture infantry officers the word 
on*Army medical practices. 

Hitler’s attack on Crete jolted 
the Army into setting up a para- 
troop corps and Sams became its 
first medical officer. 

“I guess I was the first medic 
to jump,” he says simply as he 
nods to the silver paratroop 
wings above his six rows of serv- 
ice ribbons. “Fact is, I think I 
was the third officer in the whole 
Army to jump.” 

In mid-1941 he was called to 
Washington, briefed and sent on 
a secret mission to the Middle 
East and Africa. “I first came 
under fire in the Western desert 
with the British in November 
1941,” he recalls. “I was one of 
a group of American ‘observers’ 
getting experience, and good ex- 
perience it was, too.” 

In the next year and a half, 
Sams, as the area’s chief surgeon, 
set up and administered 23 hos- 
pitals all the way across the des- 
ert. He was in on the Sicily in- 
vasion—“on the Syracuse side” 
—and then, as thé war- moved 
north, was ordered home. 

He put in a few months at the 
medical field service school and 
in January 1944, joined the War 


Department’s General Staff. He. 


acted as a trouble-shooter, made 
a quick Arctic inspection trip, 
and went back to Europe just in 
time for the Battle of the Bulge. 
“They were having some hos- 
pital supply troubles,” he says, 
“but we worked the. out.” 
._In order to “work them out” 
he watched the evacuation proc- 


000 Japanese were organized into 
sanitary teams to control flies. 
Hospitals were rebuilt by United 
States standards. The Japanese 
pharmaceutical industry, which 
had been virtually destroyed, was 
reconstructed and United States 
quality was introduced. Today 
Japan is exporting pharmaceutical 
supplies. 

Says the general: “It was the 
biggest health and welfare pro- 
gram ever undertaken. History, 
of course, will have to evaluate 
the long-range results, but the 
over-all death rate figures may 
give you some idea of what’s 
been happening.” 

The statistics are impressive: 
Before the attack on Pearl Har- 
bor the Japanese death rate was 
18.7 per 1000 population, in 1945 
(not counting the armed forces) 
it was 29-plus, in 1950 the figure 
was 10.8. By comparison, the 
United States over-all death rate 
last year was an even 10 per 1000 
population. 

Sams is not retiring—not quite 
yet, anyway: » He’s supposed to go 
to Fort Sam Houston later this 
month to teach at the. medical 
field service school there. 

In Texas he expects he’ll drum 
on a favorite theme—the three 
jobs of the Medical Corps officer. 
These, in Sams’s mind, are 1) pre- 
ventive medicine, 2) hospital work 
and 3). opefation of the evacua- 
tion service, “toughest of ’em all.” 

“You know,” he says, sucking 
meditatively at his pipe, “you can- 
not turn a doctor into a medical 
officer overnight. It takes train- 
ing to equip a surgeon to run a 
front-line aid and. evacuation 
service. There’s a lot of differ- 
ence between using a scalpel in a 
big general hospital and leading 
a bunch of medics under fire. 

Gen. Sams is convinced the 
“foundation of the Army medical 
service is in the infantry battal- 
ion—those medics have the hard- 
est task of all. 

I know what it’s like on the 
line. I want our medical officers 
to know, too, so they don’t go in 
green like some of our boys had 
to in Korea.’* 

This is an idea close to the gen- 
eral’s heart, for one of the boys 
who went in on short notice in 
Korea was his son-in-law, Capt. 
Charles Struthers of the Medical 
Corps. Capt. Struthers, 26, was 
killed in action last November.

HAT a wonderful thing it is 
to be-a-tradition, and in evi- 
dence, thereof, I submit -the 
case of Greta Garbo, now set to 
s “Carlotta.”

is a tradition. 


Her last picture—anything but 
a box office success—was filmed 
in 1939. For several years before 
that, she was considered a wan- 
ing star; more than once, MGM 
executives admitted that she was 
being kept under contraet because 
of her prestige with European 
audiences and in spite of her low 
rating with American fans. 


But, successful at the box office 
or not, Garbo, because of her per- 
sonal idiosyncrasies, her early day 
triumphs and the enormous vol- 
ume of her publicity, was, and still 
is, a tradition.

The liquid tarnish-preventive protective coatings will per- 
mit silver to stand out in the air with a minimum amount of 
cleahing. These liquid plastics form a thin coating that can 
be stripped off when desired with hot water, and appreciably 
prdlong the length of time between cleanings. They are 
particularly useful if you are storing silver for any* length 
of ‘time. Also recommended for storing silver are the anti- 
tarhish tissue papers, which are basically very good grade 
tissue papers from which all sulphur content has been removed.

The article points out that 
between 1940-50 “the number of 
vacant summer houses and cot- 
tages, tourist cabins, and the like 
almost doubled.” 

More and Better. 

Hand-in-hand with the quanti- 
tative rise in the nation’s haqusing 
supply during the decade was an 
accompanying trend of “substan- 
tial qualitative improvements,” 

| the publication asserts. “The 

| portion of occupied non- * fe 
dwelling units with a private in- 
door flush toilet increased from 
73 per cent in 1940 to 80 per cent 
in 1950, and the number of such 
units rose by about nine million. 

“The proportion of occupied 
dwelling units with a private bath 
or shower increased from 68 to 77 
per cent, and the number of such 
units rose by more than nine 
million. 

Americans are “spreading out” 
more comfortably over the avail- 
able housing supply, thus ending 
war-incurred “doubling-up” and 
crowding. “The median number 
of persons in ‘occupied dwelling 
units declined from 3.2 to three, 
a significant change within a 10- 
year period. ‘

ber of single persons occupying 
dwelling units, from 2,316,000 to 
3,580,000, or 54.6 per cent.

In April, 
1950, only 6.4 per cent of the na- 
tion’s married couples were shar- 
ing homes. “In other words, the 
“4 roportion of doubled-up families

CHICAGO—A. major research 
i project is.now under way in the 
laboratories. of the Timber Engi- 
neering Co., Washington, D. C., 
aimed At developing data pertain- 
ing to expansion and contraction 
of northern hard maple floors, re- 
ports W. C. Abendroth, president 
of the. Maple Flooring Manufac- 
iturers Association, 
Abendroth gaid the objective 
of the current research is to com-

pile in readily usable form, per- 
tinent information with respect 
to over-all shrinking and swell- 
ing of maple floors. This pro- 
cedure will provide reliable data 
which can be used by floor lay- 
ers, retail lumber dealers and 
others to determine the expan- 
sion’space necessary to compen- 
sate for the mavemént of wood in 
large floor areas, he explained. 
Research Overdue. 

“Research of this kind is long 
overdue as the northern hard- 
wood flooring industry has real 
need of accurate information con- 
cerning the amount of. expansion 
per square foot area and the al- 
lowances which must be made in 
various localities,” Abendroth 
stated. “Additional data will also 
be compiled to provide informa- 
tion on the square foot expan- 
sion dye to changes in moisture 
content of maple flooring, regard- 
less of the geographical location,” 
he continued. 

Abendroth said that he and 
other research-minded associa- 
tion officers, including D. S. 
DeWitt, vice president, and W. W. 
Gamble Jr., treasurer, had dis- 
cussed the best possible labora- 
tory to conduct the research. 
“Since this kind of research needs 
expert direction, it was a natural 
choice to entrust the work to a 
wood research laboratory founded 
primarily to assist government or- 


J ganizations, industry associations, 


etc., in applying scientific skills 
in the use 6f wood,” he declared. 
Approval Anticipated. 

The basic functions of the Tim- 
ber Engineering Co. laboratory, 
which is headed by C. A. Rishell, 
as director of research, include 
the improvement of existing prod-

Jn Wood - Annually 


The lowly termite's ‘daily diet 
is limited but his terrific appetite 
for wood is the American 
homeowner millions of dollars an- 
nually. 

No definite figures on the year- 
ly cost of feeding the little white |t 
ant are available, according to a 
Tile Council of America report, 
but estimates by qualified experts 
place the property loss between 
$100,000,000 and: $200,000,000. 

Wider use of such termite-proof 
materials as clay wall and floor 
tile in construction of new homes, 
the report states, would help re- 
duce this loss considerably and 
make many of the following pre- 
ventive steps unnecessary: 

‘1. Don’t let wood parts of the 
house contact the ground. 

2. Keep property well arolned: 
as. termites thrive on moisture. 
Clay tile floors, impervious to all 
insects, are practically a must in 
coastal areas, southern climes and 
regions where moisture is heavy. 

3. Eliminate all loose wood from 
property. since termite colonies 
originate out-of-doors. 

4. To locate termites, which 
feed beneath the surface, drill 
holes in suspicious-looking wood. 

5. Put turned-down metal 
guards between sill and founda- 
tions to prevent termites from 
tunneling near: the surface of 
masonry to reach wood.

President Truman. asked $8,- 
500,000,000 more for foreign aid. 

The sum was cut in both Senate 
and House without much debate 
—and both Senate and House 
moved, to deprive the State De- 
partment of control of how and 
where the money is spent. 

Increasing _ Dissatisfaction. 

Both moves show a spreading 
congressional dissatisfaction with 
the way hiige sums of United 
States tax money are flowing 
abroad. 

Senators in most cases want to 
know about specific projects and 
whether the Western Allies are 
all carrying their share of the 
weight of -rearming. 


One difficulty is the manner in 


which the funds are voted. The 
President sends a lump sum re- 
quest to Congress. There are 
hearings. But Congress gets no 


chance to review foreign plans. 


in the same way it discusses such 
programs as river control or pub- 
lic housing. 

So some congressional leaders 
are hunting around for a better 
way to check on foreign aid. 

Senators Wherry (Rep.), 
braska, Republican leader in the 
Senate, has made a study of spe- 
eific industrial plants built in 
Europe with Marshall plan funds. 

Senators Byrd (Dem.), Virginia, 
keeps a record of where money 
has gone, not only through the 
Marshall plan but through other 
channels, such as the Export-Im- 
port Bank and the United Nations, 
and through special gifts like aid 
to Yugoslavia. 

Wherry questions for example 
the wisdom of building a huge 
new oil refinery at Marseilles, 
France, with Marshall plan help. 

He said in an interview: “Why 
eouldn’t that plant have been 
built in North Africa? It could 
serve Europe just as well there. 
We are still not sure that the 
Russian armies won't take Eu- 
rope. If they do, that refinery 
will be a juicy plum.” 

For another thing, Wherry says 
that Europe now has some of the 
finest steel plants in the world, 
built with United States help. 

On July 25 he gave the Senate 
a complete report of the indus- 
trial plants United States aid has 
helped to construct. His report 
says in part: 

Austria got six new steel plants 
with the help of $24,761,000. 
France got six new steel plants 
with $70,494,000 and three new 
power plants with $20,930,000 of 
aid. Italy got 11 new power 
plants with $62,667,000 of United 
States help. 

Marshall plan headquarters say 
the Wherry report is correct. 
They add that United States help 
on industrial projects averaged 
a fifth of the cost. The receiving 
nations put up the other four- 
fifths. 

Wherry found recently that the 
Marshall plan had set aside $17,- 
000,000 for the Belgian Congo. 
He said “neither the Congress 
nor the American people, who 


put up the money, know what 


that will be spent for and wheth- 
er it is worthwhile. 
Allotment-Delivery Gap. 

Money voted for foreign aid is 
not always spent the same year. 
It takes time to, place contracts, 
make the goods and deliver them. 

Byrd looked into the amount 
of money hanging over from last 
year’s appropriations. He found 
that, for economic aid alone, al- 
most two billion dollars worth of 
goods still is to be delivered to 
Europe next year on money 
voted last year. 

On top of that, Europe is due 
to get military aid worth $5,293,- 
000,000 this year. Byrd asks “is 
it necessary to vote them more 
economic aid?” 

Byrd proposed to cut all eco- 
nomic aid to Europe this year, 
but his proposal lost by 10 votes. 
He said in an interview that the 
Senate ran into trouble when it 
tried to cut economic aid because 
Marshall plan headquarters could 


not furnish a specific diaek Ge of§ 


projects. 

Several other criticisms of for- 
eign aid promfse to continue. 

For example, several Senators 
have thought a United ‘States ef 
Europe would make the Continent 
more secure and have wondered 
whether Marshall plan aid might 
be given only on condition the 
nations took steps to form a fed- 
eration. 

Eisenhower for Federation. 

Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower, 
chief of the new European de- 
fense armies, approves the fed- 
eration idea. He told visiting 
Senators in Paris in Jaly: 

“Many ef our problems would 
disappear if this whole area of

As for shifting responsibility 

for foreign spending, the House 
voted. for a single agency that 
would relate all foreign aid pro- 
grams, from the Export-Import 
Bank to military assistance. 
The Senate voted that the Pres- 
ident should appoint either a sin- 
gle person or a board to supervise 
the show. The Senate said no 
such single person or member of 
such a board could hold another 
government job. 

Either would effectively rob 
the State Department of its king- 
pin job.

Their $64 questions: Where do your pains 


come from? Where do they go? 
Can they be engineered out of your system? 
Already there are indications that many of 


them can—even when ordinary medicine or sur- 
gery have failed. 


The Woman with the 3 O'Clock Pain 


O THE PAIN CLINIC one day came a woman 
with an unusual complaint. She had been 
waking up at 3 a.m. each day with an agon- 

izing pain in her right forearm. She couldn't 
explain it, nor could doctors. 7 

At the time she arrived, the woman had no 
pain. The Pain Clinic men told her about their 
experiments and offered to try to help her. 

Into a carefully selected place in the woman's 

spine, the doctors injected a tiny drop of salt 
solution, using a hypodermic needle. Then they 
waited a few moments. 

Suddenly the woman exclaimed: “Why the

Your whole body, the pain engineers 
explain, is developed in segments.

discs” is: inside them things are constantly 
happening. They’re in a state of constant 
activity—physical-chemical activity. 

Leading to them also are the busy electric 
wires (nerves) bringing “input” messages — 
your skin, muscles and bones. 

However, each of these strangely busy discs 
also has an outgoing-message department. This 


relays constant reports to. your brain. 


But if something goes wrong with the “input”, 
the “output” is also affected. Sometimes the 
whole disc seems to get chemically upset — and 
it goes on flashing messages of pain to your 
brain even after an injury seems healed.

with NATO or not? The question 
goes to the Standing Group, and 
after making a careful check, it 
gives him the answer he needs. 

®@ Or the Belgian government 
may wonder whether its contri- 
bution to European defenses 
Should include ground, air, or 
naval forces. The Group may de- 
cide that Belgium should concen- 
trate on air forces..It :tells the 
Belgians so, and also Ike. 

@ Or, Gen. Eisenhower may want 
a decision on the standard field 
gun for his ground forces—shall 
it be an American, a British or a 
French type? The Group makes 
a recommendation. 

Actually, these recommenda- 
tions are subject to the 12-mem- 
ber Military Committee of NATO. 
But since they have met only five 
times in two years, the real lead- 
ership lies with the Group. 

Meetings in the gray-walled 
conference rooms may last a half- 
hour—or six hours, if the problems 
are especially difficult. 

Already, however, the Standing 
Group has rung up one record: 
it’s probably the world’s smooth- 
est-working international body. 

Aides attribute its quick deci- 
sions and floating-power opera- 
tion to an unusual combination of 
brains and good will.
